South Braintree Tuesday morning : 

The trouble began when an electric 
ear was run out from the carhouse with 
a barrel of oily cotton waste on one 
platform. The barrel was lighted and 
dropped off the car into the street. The 
car was then run back and officer Dow- 
ney followed to get the men who were 
running it. When he reached the car- 
house the big door was bolted and the 
lights were shut off, and he was unable 
to get in. 

While his endeavors were directed in 
this manner a wagon load of hay was 
brought into the square from some far- 
mer’s yard and set on fire. It was all 
ablaze when Downey reached the 
square, and he placed Harry Simonds, 
aged 25, under arrest, on a charge of 
being connected with the affair. 

He started to bring his prisoner to 
a livery stable to get a rig in order to 
convey him to the police station. He 
was followed by a large crowd, who 
endeavored to take the prisoner away, 
but they were prevented from geting 
too near by officer Matterson. The 
officers finally reached the stable and 
closed the doors after them. 

When all three were in the wagon 
the stable door was opened and the 
horse was whipped up. He made a 
spring forward, but the crowd closed 
in on all sides. Some hung onto the 
horse’s head and others grabbed various 
portions of the harness. The horse was 
dragged to one side of the street and 
an endeavor was made to have the car- 
riage strike all the trees on the side of 
the road. 

Officer Matterson applied the whip to 
the horse and to the men holding onto 
him. The animal reared and plunged 
but the friends of the prisoner were not 
easily shaken off and they hung on till 
the horse was forced onto the railroad 
tracks. 

At this point the fellow who was 
hanging onto the horse’s head became 
exhausted and fell. The others were 
then beaten off and the officers drove to 
the Quincey police station, fearing to 
trust to the somewhat antiquated town 
lockup.

Sewer Commissioners’ Report. 


The Board of Sewer Commissioners 
in its semi-annual report for the six 
months ending, June 30, say that at 
the beginning of the year there were 
two unfinished contracts with the A. 
W. Bryne Construction Co. for sewers 
in Ward Five. Owing to financial 
difficulty, of the contractors contract 
was terminated and the balance of the 
work on one contract was let to James 
L. Bryne, treasurer of the company. 
The progress of this work was so un- 
satisfactory that the work was taken by 
the city and carried on by day labor. 
Work was commenced by the city 
in June 3, and will be completed this 
month. 

The second contract which was with 
the same company and included the 
main sewer, between Hancock 
and Newport avenue was continued 
by the company. The work was 
essarily slow but it is believed that the 
pipe will be all laid within the next 
ten days. 

The pumping machinery was put into 
operation May 8. with Mr. E, T. Spear 
as engineer and the completed portion 
of the system has been in successful 
operation since that time. 

Immediately after the appropriation 
for new construction was made by the 
City Council, preparations were made 
for carrying on the work and contracts 
for stock were made. 

A contract for bnilding 10,000 feet 
of pipe in Ward Five was 
awarded to O'IIvarn & Kelley. This 
includes about 1200 feet of main sewer 
in Willett and Farrington streets, the 
balance being ‘ateral sewers tributary 
to the Farringtoa street sewers. This 
work is in progress.

The death of Hon. George White, 
the judge of Probate for Norfolk 
county, leaves a vacancy which must 
soon be filled by appointment by Gov. 
Wolcott. It is a very responsible 
judiciary position, commanding a 
salary of $2,800 per year. For over 
forty years it has been held by Judge 
White with honor and entire satis- 
faction, and no effort to displace him 
is recalled during this long term of 
service, 

Now that there is a vacancy, the 
claim of this end of the county for 
recognition is asserting itself: and is 
apparently just. Already, the names 
of Hon. Russell A. Sears, of Quincy 
and Hou. James H. Flint of Weymouth, 
an ex-Senatur and an associate judge 
of the are suggested. 
Both are able lawyers at the bar, and 
would fill position 
acceptably. 

The claims of Weymouth for county 
office seem to have been honored to a 
much larger degree than Quincy, and 
the ‘friends of ex-Mayor Sears will 
make the most of this point. Wey 
mouth now has the clerk of court, the 
judge of the district court, two of the 
three associate justices, aud a deputy 
sheriff. Quincy has no important 
county position,although it is the ouly 
city in Norfolk county, has about 
twice the population, and pays nearly 
three times the county tax that Wey 
mouth does. All Quincy has one 
associate justice of the district court 
who may serve ten days ina year, and 
one deputy sheriff.

The Board of Sewerage Commissioners may 
at any time require such grease traps to be

No person shall throw or discharge into a 
public sewer or any of ils connections, any 
steam orether matter or thing which may tend 
to, or cause, an obstruction thereof or a deposit 
thereia, or any injury thereto.

It got out of re- 
pair and then came the movement to 
have it removed not- alone because of 
the impureness of the water but be- 
cause the rapid growth of the city had 
been such that the room it occupied 
was needed for street purposes, The 


removal will be a great improvement.

This picturesque pile of rocks was 
contructed as one would paint a_pict- 
ure, applying each piece in several 
different positions until it harmonized 
with its surroundings. One of the most 
terse, pithy, concise remarks on its ap- 
pearance came from a Chinaman who 
said, ‘‘ Allee samee picture.’’ 

The idea is entirely original with 
the owner, nothing of its kind never 
having been known to exist, even in 
public parks, and to quote an oft re- 
peated remark, ‘‘is worth going miles 
to see."’
